An increase in financial aid from provinces and 
industry was declared necessary for University survival 
by Dr. Wilder Penfield in his Founders' Day address 
yesterday. 

"If society wants what we can give, the great industrial units 
must do much for us, instead of so little. We must seek for the 
help we have never had from provincial governments". These are 
the words the head of the Montreal Neurological Institute used in 
a plea for financial aid to universities. 



MORE THAN SPIRIT 
Penfield pointed out 



that 



although the basic qualities of 
a university were Its men and 
its spirit it needs more than that 
to survive, "Professors should 
not go about the streets with 
bowls to beg their breakfast like 
Buddhist priests, or to sell their 
skills in the market place." he 
continued. 

In his speech, "Down The 
Stream Of Time", the head of 
the Institute traced th» history 
of the teaching of medicine in 
Montreal from the time when a 
duel was actually fought over the 
right of a hospital to receive a 
charter if medical teaching were 
incorporated into Its program. 

MED SCHOOL BORN 

At this time four graduates of 
the University of Edinburgh, Ro- 
bertson, Caldwell, Stephenson 
and Holmes, were attempting to 
establish a school to teach i^edl- 
cine exclusively. Failing to re- 
cel ve_^ a. charter for a school of 
thii^hâtuK they appealed to the 
newly founded McGill University 
which immediately' made them 
professors. Thus the first Facul- 
ty of Medicine in Canada. came 
into existence. -xl. 

Dr. Penfield pointed, out that 
the spirit which carried these 

men through the countless hard- 
ships facing McGiU in her early 
days still remains in the men and 
women who inhabit the campiis 
today. 

DECREES PRESENTED 

Before his address Dr. Pen- 
field presented the honorary. de- 
grees of Doctor , of Science to 
Jerry Chorobski; . Professor of 



Neurosurgery, at the University 
of Warsaw, to whom he attribu- 
ted the development of neuro- 
surgical studies in Poland, and 
to Dorothy Stuart Russell, Direc- 
tor of Barnhard Baron Institute 
of Pathology, who In Peiifield's 
words "is now acknowledged as 
the dean of neuropathology." 

DIPLOMAT HONORED ' 

At . the same time Dr. James 
presented an honorary Doctorate 
of Laws to David Moffat John- 
son, Canadian Ambassador to 
Russia, whom he described as a 
"gallant soldier, able lawyer, 
skilled diplomat, and dedicated 
son of Canada." 

The same degree went to John 
James Ower, former dean of the 
Faculty of- Medicine at the.Unl< 
verslty of Alberta, whom Dean 
Stevenson in presenting the de< 
grce called a "doctor, soldier, 
administrator and citizen".

The American Ethic 
And Fellowships 

About thirty per cent oL native-born North 
Americans go to college. Some go to prepare themselves 
for a profession which they have critically selected for 
themselves ; others to fish out and hook compptible 
husbands.. But the majority go because they want to 
augment their earning power ; they conceive of a de^i ee 
as a launcHing-T)ad toward latent prosperity. These 
people are pri.^oners of the American ethic which places 
a premium on financial success; the American acceptance 
of wealth as a primary index of .social prestige. 

'I'his valnational po."tiilate is more a characteri.stic 
of new societies than of old ones. In other parts of the 
Avorld intellectual achievement Is considered more 
siKnifii-'ant than capital accumulation. Some nations in 
Western Europe, for example, still award a distinguished 
professor more social approval than a businessman who 
eiirns ten time.s more. In the.'«e societies the most success- 
full newspaper is not necessarily the one with the most 
advertisements and the widest circulation ; and a "good 
family" need not have a mansion in Bayview, on Park 
Avenue, or in Westmount. In these soiiieties, the 
Intellect Is considered a more^signlflcant Index of social 
value than the bankbook. 

Meanwhile, back In America,~our monetary ethic 
prevails. Students are encouraged by financial assistance 
to enter commercial or Industrial careers. Government 
and industry both deplore the critical shortage of 
capable university professors ; yet they earmark their 
grants for new laboratories. and for students of practical 
science. • - • 

. In the context of the foregoing, the Woodrow Wilson 
National Fellowship Foundation, which annually awards 
onrthousand fellowships "to offset the critical shortage 
of qualified.college teachers", stands out like an inspiring 
beacon of light. We hope it will light the way this year 
for a qualified McGill student who would otherwise be 
unable io pursue his academic career.
